_Let Women Vote? Never! 


GENEVA (AP) — Switzer- 
jand’s male voters, who regard 
politics as strictly a mari's busi- 
ness, overwhelmingly rejected 
Sanday a proposal to allow 
women to Vote in federal elec- 
tions and run for national 
office. 

They defeated a constitu- 
tional amendment by 654,924 
to 323,306 ‘votes, thus keeping 
the Swiss republic the last 


country in Europe which. bars 
women from politics. 


The result was another dis | 


appointing defeat for the 
Swiss suffragette movement,- 
which has fought unsuccess- 
fully for votes for women 
singe the flapper-days of the 
1920s. 

Only in three of the repub- 
lic’s 22 cantons, did the amend- 
ment receive more affirmative 
than negative votes. These 
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| three—Geneva, Neuchatel and | 
;Vaud—are all in French-| 
speaking Switzerland. In Ger- 
man-speaking Switzerland, and 
particularly in the central 
rural areas, the “amendment 
was heavily rejected. 

Se overwhelming was the de- 
cision that it may _be a decade 
or more before the issue is 
fought out again onthe na-' 
tional stage.
